its owm taxpayers. 
This infu riates the backers of creeping so­ 
cialism. It was 
intended to do ju st that. It 
was intended 
to give Americans who like the 
private enterprise system 
a voice in the two- 
party system. It was intended to correct the 
historic misake of “ me-tooism” which kept 
anti-New Dealers from voting against creeping 
socialism. 


President Eisenhower has pu t the lid on TV A. 
He does not want it to expand. He has pu t the 
lid on the Atomic Energy Commission, too. He 
does not want it to get the idea it is going 
to be the means of pu tting the federal govern­ 
ment into the power bu siness, either. 
This is the so-called “power fight” in Con­ 
gress. The Eisenhower administration is having 
a showdown with the New Dea ers on creeping 
socialism. So far it is winning. On the latest 
New Deal proposal —- a ban on a new private 
power plant in TVA’s area, thereby giving 
TVA a chance to expand — the Senate u pheld 
the Eisenhower administration 55 to 36. The 
private plant will be bu ilt, not another pu blic 
plant.

broad that it is dou btfu l whether 
individu al members of Congress 
can be censu red or penalized for 
trying to do what the Constitu tion 
orders them collectively to do—to 
“make ru les for the government 
and regu lation of the land and na­ 
val forces” and “to make all laws 
which shall be necessary and pro­ 
per for carrying into execu tion the 
foregoing powers and all other 
powers vested by the Constitu tion 
in the government of the United 
States, or in any department or of­ 
ficer thereof.” 
It cou ld hardly be argu ed that 
Congress mu st legislate withou t in­ 
formation and that the execu tive 
can arbitrarily by an execu tive or­ 
der prevent any employee from 
fu rnishing to members of Congress 
information necessary for the per­ 
formance of their legislative du ­

while liv ing had a benefit right 
which could not be forfeited to any­ 
one else. 
One old prov ision is tightened, 
howev er. Any one employe is en­ 
titled to only one $5,000 death bene­ 
fit exemption. In the post, a man 
working for sev eral firms could get 
a $5.000 tax-free benefit from each 
firm. 
There is one more change 
af­ 
fecting benefits paid because of 
separation from serv ice under pen­ 
sion, profit-sharing or stock bonus 
plans. Under the old law, lump­ 
sum payments under these plans 
were taxed as ordinary income if 
the employer bought a commercial 
insurance contract to cov er them. 
If the employer financed the plan 
through a trust fund, the benefits 
were taxed at the capital gain rate, 
which usually was lower than the 
regular income tax. The new law 
extends the capital gain rate ev en 
to insured plans. 
Moreov er, under the cld law, if 
you 
died 
after 
retirement, 
the 
lump-sum payoff to your benefi­ 
ciaries was always taxed as or* 
dinarv income. Now- this lump-sum 
payment can be taxed as a 
capita] 
gain.
